A POOR WIDOW’'S WINDFALL. 


Defrauded of a Valuable Estate Left by Her 
Father. 


GRAND ForkES,N.D., March 25.—Two months 
ago the Swedish Vice-Consul inthis city, O. 
F. Boysen, received a letter from a Mrs, 
Linde of Dunseith, Rolette County, stating 
that she was oneof the heirs of a fortune in 
Sweden amounting to 700,000 crown 
by the death of her father is 
Stockholm, four years ago. She said she was 
now extremely poor and requested bis as- 


sistance in securing her property, which she 
has not been able to obtain. Mr. Boysen com- 
municated with the Consul in St. Paul and at 
the same time wrote to an acquaintance in 
Stockholm, asking him to investigate the 
matter.

JOHN GALLAGHER’S DISAPPEARANCE, 


A Pittston (Pa.) Politician Murdered and 
Thrown in the River.

PITTSTON, Pa., March 25.—November 18,1889, 
the night of election day, John Gallagher, a 
resident of Bellvue andaward politician of 
some note, disappeared from his home. An 
impression existed at the time that he was 
murdered and thrown into the Lackawanna 
River. Last evening as John Mooney was 
passing along the rivet he saw the body ofa 
man floating inthestream. He secured help 
and brought the remains to the shore.

Twomen took me from Golden’s and mur- 
dered me. Three times he came to me in a 
dream and each time he said the same. Yes, 
sir, he was murdered.’’ 

The theory of murder is partly confirmed by 
marks and contusions found onthe body. A 
man wholives near the river has also given 
the Information thatonthe night in question 
he heard cries for help on the river bank. The 
Coroner has taken the case in hand and will 
institute a rigid investigation.

Jones, who was taken to jail, admitted that 
he had filled the pipe on purpose to injure 
Allen, and that he had intended to get even 
with him for holding him while he was being 
whipped for stealing $30. The physicians 
think thatthe shock to Allen’s nerves is so 
great that he will die.

BABY NOT IN COURT, 


A Costly Suit Over the Ownership of a Pe 
Dog. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, March 25.—There was a demand 
for a little black-and-tan dog called ‘‘Baby’’ 
in the City Court Saturday, but Baby did not 
appear and the case in which he was Involved 
had to go on without him. Stephen McCarty, 
an Eighth avenue shoe dealer, sued Benj. G. 
Dovey, a veterinary surgeon of West Fourth 
strteet,for the recovery of the dog Or its value, 
$50. This advertisement appeared on October 
4, 1887, in a New Jersey paper: 
$5 REWARD—Lost—A black and tan dog, weight 

5 pounds; no questions asked 555 Newark ave- 
nue, Jersey City. 

The dog was Baby, and the proferred ro- 
ward brought no tidings of it. Lately Mr. Me- 
Carty accidentally discovered that Baby was 
in the possession of Dr. Dovey. At a dog 
fight in the rear of the saloon at 311 East 
Eleventh street, while some of the sports were 
at the bar drinking, mention was made of Dr. 
Dovey’s biack and tan, Baby. That was clue 
enough to McCarty, and giving bonds he got 
the sheriff to replevin the dog from the doctor. 
but the latter was not going to lose Baby in 
that way, so he replevined the dog back u 
from McCarty. The trial before Judge Me- 
Gowan and a jury yesterday was to determine 
whether MoCarty or Dr. vey owned the 
dog. McCarty said he reared the dog from 
the time it was a pup and the pet of the fam- 
ily. He got it when Ii months old from a man 
named Organ. It was a black-and-tan with 
cut ears, akind of a sharp nose and tender 
eyes. Dr. Dovey said that Baby was one of 
two dogs that he had bought from R. Knowl- 
sley. He paid $35 for Baby whom he described 
as ‘‘a very dark little dog, marked with tan 
very lightly in the front feet. But for that 
he would say that Baby was black. He had 
been told the dog’s name was Baby, but from 
the description and circumstances he was 
sure it was not McCarty’s dog. Knowlsley 
said he had bought the dog for $00 from How 
ard Burgess, a coach driver in Boston. He 
could not swear whether Burgess came by 
the dog honestly or not. Knowlsley would 
call ita black dog, but because the only tan 
was a slight streak on the paw.

My 
wife was sick and we had to send our baby 
— 5 or awhile, and so I called the dog 


Judge McGowan at this stage thought it was 
time to produce the dog that the ju might 
see it, but Dr. Dovey had not brought it to 
courtand his lawyer remarked that no notice 
to produce Baby had been served. ‘The jury 
gave a verdict for McCarty, so that Dr. Dovey 
will have either to surrender the dog or pay 
$50, besides being saddled with something 
like $100 in costs and lawyer fees.

THE LODGE BILL. 


The Lodge bill, to take the election of 
members of Congress out of the hands of 
the State Governments, contains some 
good provisions, but not enough to keep it 
from being one of the worst measures of 
centralization that has ever been seriously 
proposed in Congress. 

The author of the bill labelsitan ex- 
treme and dangerous remedy for a merely 
local evil wien he embodies in ita pre- 
tense that it is not to be generally en- 
forced, but only in those Congressional 
districts in which 500 qualified voters peti- 
tion for its enforcement. Wesay this is a 
pretense. because the fees it provides for 
those employed in enforcing it will tempt 
s0 many political heelers of the 
party in control at Washington that 
they will probably be able to drum up 
the necessary 500 petitioners in every dis- 
triet in the Union. The pay allowed to 
Registers, Inspectors and Deputy Mar- 
shals, even if Marshals were employed in 
only one-fourth of the precincts, would 
average over $19,000 to a district, and at 
the lowest calculation its enforcement in 
330 districts would cost the Federal Treas- 
ury $6,270,000 every two years. 

What a spectacle would be presented 
with two elections going on at the 
same times and places—one under 
Federal authority exclusively, an- 
other under State authority ex- 
clusively—one held by State officers 
under State authority to elect a President 
of the United States and State officers, 
and the other by Federal officers under 
Federal authority to elect each State’s 
Representatives in Congress! 

The whole aim of this double election 
machinery is to enable the party in control 
of the Federal machinery to perpetuate 
its power by placing the returns of South- 
ern elections under the control of such 
Federal Judges as DURELI or the more 
recentiy disgraced Judge SWAYNE of 
Florida. It is as fair tor one party as the 
other in the sense only that whichever 
party had control of the machinery could 
make as bad a use of it as the other could 
under like circumstances. 

One great objection to Federal control 
of elections is that it tends to put the 
power to cheat iu the hands of one party 
only. Under our old system we at least 
had the assurance that any advantage the 
Democrats might obtain in the cheating 
in Democratic States, would be pretty 
evenly balanced by the cheatingin favor 
of the Republicans in the Republican 


States.

The Vesuvius’ Guns. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—The Sec- 
retary of the Navy nas approved the report of 
the Board of Officers appointed to witness 
the tests of the pneumatic dynamite guns of 
the cruiser Vesuvius. The report shows that 


three shots were fired from each of the three 
guns, the charge being about 24 pounds of 
u cotton, which, together with the struct- 
of the sheel and fuses and packing, made 
the total weights vary from 505 to 510 pounds. 
The guns were slevated at un angle of 18 deg. 
Each flight was steady, the distances varying 
from 2,116to 2, 1833 yards. The report Scon- 
cludes: The record shows that a shell 
containi 200 pounds of dynamite or other 
high explosive was thrown at least one mile 
by each of the dynamite guns constituting the 
vessel’s armament. The ranges attained 
were considerably over the mile, being re- 
epectively 2,116, 2,238 and 2,838 yards. Since 
the first sentence of this quotation contains 
the text of the contract it will be seen that the 
vessel has been proved to be equal to the 
firing tests and therefore is acceptabie on that 
ground. There still remains to be made a 
test of the horse power of the engines, and 
arrangements for it are now being made. 


House Contested Election Cases. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—The House 
~ Committee on Elections to-day disposed of 
. two contested election cases, namely, Posey 
vs. Parrett, First Indiana District, and Bowen 


vs. Buchanan, Ninth Virginia District. In 
both of these cases the committee will recom- 
mend that the sitting member be allowed 
to retain the seat, so that in the 
seven election cases passed upon 
by it up to the present time the 
Committec bas favored four Republicans 
and three Democrats. Probably before the 
end of the week decisions will be reached in 
the Alabama case of McDuffie vs. Turpin and 
the Virginia case of Waddell vs. Wise. In the 
West Virginia case of McGinnis vs. Alderson, 
it was believed that the contest had been 
abandoned, but McGinnis, who was given 
until 17 10 to file supplementary briefs, 
hag just put in bis papers and they have been 
r ved by the committee, so that the case 
will come up for further argument April 4.

Candler of Massachusetts called up for eon- 
sideration the World's Fair bill. The bill hav- 
ing been read in extenso, Mr. Candler, on be 
half of the committee, offered an amendment 
providing that the commission shall appoint 
a board of lady managers of such number and 
to perform such duties as may de 
prescribed by the commission, and 
the board may appoint one or 
more members ef all committees author- 
ized to award prizes for exhibits which may 
be produced in whoie or in part by female 
labor; adopted. Also an amendment provid- 
ing that one of the members of the board ore - 
ated to be charged with the selection of the 
Government exhibit shall be chosen by the 
Fish Commission ; adopted. 

Mr. Candler in opening the debate ex- 
„ the satisfaction which he felt in 

eing able to state that Chicago, which had 
been selected by the House as a site, had 
proved iteelf before the committee equal to 
all that had been expected ofit. The com- 
mittee had found that Ohicago not only com- 
prehbended the importance and magnitude of 
the enterprise, but had entered into it witha 
determined spirit which had impressed upon 
the committee the conviction that it would be 
successful in its undertaking. He believed 
that the bill was perfectly constitutional and 
he advocated it upon its merits, because he 
believed that its purpose was wise and patri- 
otic. 

The committee was satiefied that Chicago 
had raised a bona fide subscription of $5,000, - 
000 and was also satisfied that Chicago bad 
done more than bad”been expected from any 
competing city in agreeing that the subscrip- 
tion should be raised to $10,000,000. In order 
to meet the conservative element, which did 
net favor the holding ofa Fair, the bill pro- 
vided that the President shouid not issue a 

rociamation inviting foreign nutions until 

e was satisfied that the contribution was a 
bona fide one. 

Mr. Candler then offered an amendment 
in his original motion, to be considered as 

ending, providing for the dedication of the 
bulidings of the World's Fair, with appropri- 
ate ceremonies, October 12, 1892, and, further 
provided that the Exposition shal! be opened 
to visitors not later than May 1, 1893,and close 
not latter than October 30, 18938. He said that 
this postponement was not asked 
by the Chicago delegation, but he 
thought that it would inure to 
the benefit of the exhibitors who were to take 
part inthe exposition. In conclusion he said 
that he believed that the Fair would be a 
grand advantage to every section of the coun- 
try. He did not think one section would be 
more bevefited than another. The Fair 
would bea means of educating the people 
and encouradcing the inventive and industrial 
interests of the country. The price of liberty 
was not only eternal vigilance but constant 
progress. 

Mr. Belden of New York sald that New York 
had accepted the decision of the House in re- 
gard to the location of the World’s Fair in 
good faith. She had not since said one word 
nor done of 
reversing that decision. But that did 
not prevent. her representatives fiom 
insisting that there should be Incorporated in 
the billsuch safeguards as would secure that 
success in Chicago which New York had ex- 
pected to achieve.

WILL IT BE SUSTAINED? 


THE LACLEDE GAS COMPANY TO FIGHT TRE 
REDUCTION ORDINANCE. 


City Counselor Bell Says the Whole Matter 
Hinges on the Question Whether or Not 
the Price Fixed Is Reasonable—Large 
Contracts Seon to Be Let—Committee 
Meetings—City Hall Notes. 


In a few days the ordinance fixinfi the price 
of gas at 90 cents per thousand cubic feet 
and making it a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine for any company charging 
more, will go into effect and the legal contest 
between the city and the Laclede Gas Co. will 
commence. The officers of the Laclede 
Co. have all along maintained that 
the ordinance was invalid and that they 
would prove it ln the courts. Now that the 
city is aboutto enforce it, the Laclede Co. 
is getting ready for the fray and 
all the indications point to an 
Interesting contest. The Laclede Oo. 
claims that it would lose money, and heavily 
too, if it undertook to sell gas at the rate pro- 
vided for in the ordinance. 

CITY COUNSELOR BELL’S VIEW. 

Speaking of the gas ordinance this morning. 
City Counselor Bell said: 

It is expected, of course, that the Laclede 
company will seek to enjoin the city 
from enforcing the ordinance. This step 


will get the whole matter before the courts 
for adjudication. It is certain that the olty 
has the right to reguiate the price Of gas, but 
that right does not carry with it the 
power to destroy an enterprise. The 
Gas Co. will piead most probably that it can- 
not manufacture and sell gas at the figure 
named in the ordinance and that the aetion 
ofthe Assembly in passing such a measure is 
unreasonable. As the reprentative of the 
city I will, of course, uphold the ordinance. 
The court will have to pass on the all impor- 
tant question, whether the reduction made by 
the Assembly is reasonable. The 
bill originally was intended to fix the price at 
$1.25 per thousand foot, but was passed at the 
90 cents rate. Ifthe Court holds that the or 
dinpance is unreasonabie it willot course be 
declared invalidand the gas companies al- 
mtn continue charging $1.25 per thous- 
and.’ 


Large Contracts. 


The Board of Public Improvements met this 
morning and arranged to go out in a body

lamps. The tests will be made on poles 
at the corner of Delmar avenue 
and Sarah street, by the Munici- 
pal Electric Lighting Co. These teste are 
to decide whetber or not the Municipal 
company will ve permitted to use the Wood 
lamps which they have already strong on 
their lines throughout the city.

Mr. Mansfield’s First Production of Rich- 
ard III.“ Trovatore’’ To- Night. 


Seldom has an audience been more pleased, 


or had more reason for pleasure, than that 


which greeted Richard Mansfield last 


night at the Olympic. The house 
was filled, but there were more 
vacant seats than there would have been had 
the people of St. Louis been aware of the 
excellence of the performance which was to 
be presented. be pnt chosen was 
Shakspeare’s **Richar III, and to 
veteran theater-goers, the manner in which 
it was put upon the stage was a reveiation. 
The setting was not only superb, but mani- 
fested a care and study inthe matter of his- 
toric accuracy in costuming, which is as oom 
mendable as itis rare.

Prom the San Francisco Call of March 20. 
Ex-Judge John 8. Hager died at his resi- 
dence, corner of Jackson and Gough streets, 
at 3:45 o'clock yesterday morning, from paral- 
ysis of the heart, suddenly and without pre- 
monition of theend. About two hours pre- 
viously he complained of being ill, and from 
that time until his death he sank slowly. Up 
to a late hour Tuesday evening he had appar- 


ently enjoyed good, robust health, so the par- 
alytic stroke was wholly unexpected. He 
was surrounded ov his family in his last mo- 
ments. 

John 8S. Hager was born in German Valley, 
Morris County, N. J., March 12, 1818. After 
having spent the earlier years of his life on 
his fatner’s farm he entered the College of 
New Jersey at Princeton, from which he 
graduated in 1836, receiving in due course the 
degrees ot Bachelor and Master of Arts. His 
alma er since conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. He 
studied iaw at Morristown, N. J., under the 
direction of Hon. J. W. Miller, United States 
Senator from that State, being admitted to the 
bar in 1840, and commencing practice at Mor- 
ristown, the county seat, and there remained 
—＋ ae emigration to California in the spring 
of 1849. 

After a few weeks’ stay in San Francisco he 
went to the mines In Nevada County, and 
later in the year moved to Bear River and 
Gold run, where he engaged in merchandis- 
ing and mining. He closed out his business 
there and came back to this city in January, 
1852. That year he was elected to the State 
Senate from San Francisco. It was then that 
he defeated a notorious bill, which was 
nothing butascheme to extend and steal the 
city water front. In 1855 Judge Hager was 
elected on the Democrstic ticket District 
Judge of the Fourth Judicial District fora full 
term of six years. His opponents were L. 
Sawyer (Whig), E. W. F. Sloan (Independent 
Whig), and Alexander Campbell (Independent 
Democrat). 
over all his competitors. 

W bile presiding over this court he decided 
muny famous cases arsing from the troubles 
ef the time, such as the Vigilance Commit- 
tee’s accused, crimes of political uprising, 
fatal duels,and such civil cases as the failures 
ofthe banking firms of Adams & Co., Saunders 
& Brenham and Page, Bacon & Co. In all these 
his decisions were so remarkably fair and free 
from all ultérior influences that they won for 
bim popolar praise and respect. 

Terry for fight- 
ing a duel with Senator Broderick came before 
Judge Hager. The defendant madea motion 
to change the place oftrial. Judge Hager 
granted the motion, saying that, owing to 
the exciting political canvass and the public 
character of Broderick’s funeral, he did not 
belleve there was an intelligent person in the 
community who had not formed an impres- 
sien which would require evidence to remove, 
and it became merely a matter of official duty 
to comply with the request.

mills would tend to lend credibility to this 
diagnosis of the case.

A determined et- 
fort, however, has been made to make up for 
the lack of material by unjust freight rates. 
There was not enough wheat In the districts in 
which many of the mills were located 
to keep them busy, and if they 
were not to be abandoned grain 
from remote sections of the country 
would have to be brought within reach. But 
were this done under anything like a fair 
freight tariff, the flour produced in States 
located in the wheat belt could be placed in 
Texas ata lower rate than the milis of that 
State could put it on the market. There was 
only one means by which this eould be pre- 
vented, and this was adopted. A low rate on 
wheat shipped South was established by the 
roads interested, and a correspondingly high 
rate on flour.

The Judge was 
President of the fifteen freeholders elected 
ia 1882to frame a new charter for San Fran- 
cisco. He was a life member of the California 
Pioneers, and was a trustee of the San Fran- 
cisco Free Library since its inception. He 
was also a member of the convention called 
— 1879 to form a new constitution for this 

tate. 

Judge Hager married a daughter of James 
H. Lucas of St. Louis Im that city in October, 
1872. Two children was the result of their 
union, and one of them survives. The Judge 
possessed in a marked degree a vigorous 
mind, and wasa thoughtful man, deliberate 
in speech, of grave ＋ r unassuming, but 
with mental qualities that distinguished him 
for quickness in all his undertakings.

THE INSPECTION SYSTEM. 

In the meantime, steps have been taken to sus- 

nd the consideration of the matter in the 
faryland Legislature until the Baltimore 
Board of Trade has been enabled to 
collect information which will enable it to act 
intelligently. St. Louis isnot the only city 
that has been appealed to for information on 
this point, as similar telegrams have been 
gent to St. Joseph and other points where 
Burks’ appointees are stationed. From the 
country districts the report is even more un- 
favorable than in this city. A large number 
ofthe political appointees here have been 
discharged, owing to a shortage inthe salary 
fund, and a great part of the work Kas been 
done by the old Merchants’ Exchange force, 
who are competent.

Oatmeal 
and cornmeal are adulterated with wood flour. 
Baking powders are contaminated with al! 
sorts of chemicals. Pepper is mingied half

„With standard goods there is but little 
trouble, but lots of falsification. For a fine, 
white sugar a light yellow one is submitted; 
for first quality flour, third and fourth quality, 
and 60 on. ere lately a contractor tried to 
force through a lot of kiln-dried apples for the 
shaker sun-dried ones. On another oc- 
casion some small dealer, who offered to sup- 
ply fruit jellies for sick use, presented a com- 

ound which contained neither fruit nor jelly. 

am glad to say, for the honesty of American 
merchants, that these tricks, though very 
numerous, are rare excoptions. At least 95 
per cent of all the merchandise purchased is 
up tothe standard, and at times goes beyond 
it. The sallor and soldier of the United States, 
no matter where he may be, usually recives 
better food than he would probably buy for 
himeelf if he were at home.
